ready heeding President Ford’s call to 
cut back spending and to curb wasteful 
consumption. 
But Watergate and continued federal 
fumbling with the economy have kept 
Americans suspicious of politicians and 
big business, pointing to a need for 
new leadership to convince the public 
to make serious sacrifices. 


‘The public is yearning for politi­ 
cians with guts,” the researcher from 
Princeton, N. J., said. “Voters have 
seen an awful lot of knuckling under 
by public officials in recent years, with 
their eagerness to spend money, back 
away from commitments and tough de­ 
cisions just to be politically safe. 
“The public also feels it is being 


asked to sacrifice for several special 
interests. Citizens have no interest in 
making sacrifices to help solve busi­ 
ness’s profit problems. They also are 
opposed to increased giveaways«, such 
as foreign aid and welfare.” 
He said sale-hunting, reduced energy 
use and rational spending cuts are al­ 
ready evidence of self-imposed anti­ 


inflation efforts 
But he said most 
wage earners have no choice because 
of pay checks that buy less and less 
each week. 
“People are hungry to follow in­ 
spired leadership,” he said. “I think in 
November voters will demand that the 
inflation fight start in Congress and at 
all government levels. 
“ Any candidate who presents himself 


as a knight In shining armor coming to 
rweep government clean of its blun­ 
ders has got a shot at an incum­ 
bent.” 
Hoffman added that most bond and 
property tax levy elections scheduled 
across the nation this fall are al-o 
doomed. He said surveys show people 
believe they are already paying enough 
for government.

WASHINGTON (UPl) - The Soviet 
Union has agreed with the United 
States to allow at least 60,000 Jews and 
other unhappy residents to leave Rus­ 
sia annually, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash., said today after a meeting 
with President Ford. 
Jackson said the “historic” agree­ 
ment, under which Russia would begin 
increasing visas for an estimated 130,- 
000 persons who have asked to leave 
the Communist nation, will result in 
quick passage of a trade bill granting 
the U.S.S.R. “most favored nation” 
status. 
The agreement provides that Russia 
consider visa requests on a first come, 
first served basis -—especially from 
persons released from jail —and end a 
high emigration tax, which stnpped 
many of those allowed to leave of ihtir 
belongings. 
Jackson predicted at a White He se 
press conference that 
the on «nib: - 
trade bill, which he almost personally 
has tied up in Congress, vill get quick 
approval when lawmakers return from 
a campaign recess and will become 
law betöre Christmas. 
One Israeli diplomat applauded the 
agreement, saying, “This is a great 
step forward. This will be greeted in 
Israel with tremendous pleasure.” 


The “historic understanding in the 
area of human rights” was outlined in 
signed letters exchanged between Jack­ 
son and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, the senator said. 
It is the result of two years of nego­ 
tiations between Jackson, the admin­ 
istrations of 
Presidents 
Nixon 
and 
Ford and the Soviet Union. 
“This is really a great development 
in human rights in relations with the 
Soviet Union,” Jackson said. 
The agreement will apply not only to 
Jews who seek to emigrate but to oth-

er Soviet nationals as well. 
Jackson said the agreement provides 
that the Soviet emigration rate will rise 
“promptly” from 1973 levels and in­ 
crease to a minimum issuance of 60,000 
visas a year. 
The question of Jewish emigration 
has held up congressional action grant­ 
ing the Soviet Union “most favored na­ 
tion” status —a position given the 
United States’ best trading partners. 
The bill has been held up by an 
amendment by Jackson requiring a 
change in the emigration policy. 


Other Communist countries thai seek 
nondiscriminatory trade treatment by 
the United States —China, Romania, 
Czechoslovakia and others — will be re­ 
quired to assure the United States that 
they too will permit free emigration of 
their nationals. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., portrayed 
the agreement as a “ key element of 
detente” and said that “good faith per­ 
formance of this agreement” by the 
Russians would be an important in­ 
dicator of how well detente is actually 
working.

Move to save election costs too late? 
Controversial candidate quits race 


Mrs. Nancy Bennett, whose appoint­ 
ment to the board of trustees last Au­ 
gust spawned a controversy throughout 
the Mt. San Antonio College district, 
has decided not to run for election to 
that office. 
She said she hoped that her decision 
to withdraw from the race would save 
the district the expense of a special 
election, now estimated to cost more 
than $60,000. 
But a delay in making her decision 
public may have killed her intention to 
save that money. Although the letter 
was written Oct. 4, it was not made 
public by the board until Thursday. 
Meanwhile two other candidates filed 
for the office both on Oct. 8. 
The 37-year-old Walnut mother of 
three had been named to the vacancy 
lefi by the death of Trustee Lance O. 
Smith, a term that will expire at the 
end of March. 
But the appointment was challenged 
by 
the MSAC 
Faculty Association, 
which felt that the board should have 
appointed the runner-up in the last 


school hoard election, in this case 
Charles Hall of Diamond Bar. The fa­ 
culty association joined with a citizens’ 
committee in successfully petitioning 
fo» a special qjeuion, automatically 
voiding the appointment of Mrs. Ben­ 
nett. 
That election is now set for Jan. 7. 
Running for Smith’s seat are Hall, and 
Ren Boran of West Covina, news direc­ 
tor of the college’s 
radio station, 
KSAC. Unless the board or the admin­ 
istration can talk one ot the two candi­ 
dates out of running, the special elec­ 
tion is on. 
A suggestion to that effect was made 
Thursday by Trustee William Temple, 
who said it was “admirable” of Mrs. 
itennett to step aside in the interest of 
saving money. 
"Now. if we can get these two (Hall 
and Boran) together,” he said, “ maybe 
we can drop the whole election. After 
all, it’s for only two months. Then the 
regular school board elections will be 
held.”

City gets half million dollars 


to fight rising unemployment 


With an unemployment rate of near 
10 per cent, the city of Pomona has 
received more than $586,000 in federal 
manpower funds and will begin imme­ 
diate recruitment for almost 100 new 
jobs with the city. 
The jobs, limited to Pomona resi­ 
dents only who are unemployed or un­ 
deremployed, cover a wide range of 
skill areas. Each position will have its 
own skill requirements and wage level. 
More than 30 of the jobs will be 
maintenance and building 
inspector 
trainee positions. Other areas include 
administrative aides, typists, computer 
program trainee, custodians and recre­ 
ation leaders. 
Joe Korpsak, assistant city admin­ 
istrator, reported that the city also 
plans to use two positions to create its 
own manpower program. The two per­ 


sons hired to fill these positions will 
work to find other employment op­ 
portunities for Pomona residents, 
All the positions, said Korpsak, will 
be advertised in the classified section 
of the Progress-Bulletin, Persons may 
also contact the city’s personnel de­ 
partment. 
While each of the positions is a full 
time job, funding in most cases is gua­ 
ranteed only through June 30, 1975. 
The federal funding received by Po­ 
mona is under Title II of the Compre­ 
hensive Employment and Training Act. 
The grants, a portion of which are 
being shared by the Pomona Unified 
School District, Cal Poly and the Val­ 
ley Association of Cities, require no 
matching funds on the part of the city 
and also provide for the city’s over­ 
head in administering the grant.

Tne previously unreleased tape was 
made during a conversation on March 
17, 1973, four days before the date Ni­ 
xon once insisted he first learned the 
details of the burglary from Dean.

WASHINGTON (UPl) - President 
Ford signed a bill today that will help 
finance $7.75 billion worth of housing 
construction. Lord said the bill will 
give the depressed housing industry “a 
shot m the arm .” 
The bill is expected to spur construc­ 
tion of 100,000 new houses across the 
country. 
Under the legislation, the federal 
government will be empowered to buy

can pump more home loan funds into 
the tight money market. 
A number of leaders in the housing 
industry and construction unions along 
with members of Congress were in the 
Cabinet Room when Ford signed the 
bill.

Dr. Karl Kirschner, a pathologist 
who performed the autopsy on Janet, 
said her heart tissue “ looked like that 
of a little old man that had been ex­ 
posed to an awful lot of stress over the 


years.” 
Kirschner, who had just completed 
the autopsy, said Thursday he was not 
surprised to hear that her sister had 
died a similar death. 
They were the only children of Ted 
and Gertrude Penfold of Northridge. 
The parents said they had no history ot 
heart disease. 
Kirchner said Janet died of “obstruc­ 
tive cardiomyopathy,” describing it as 
“ a very, very mysterious disease ... 
that occurs perhaps once in a million, 
or 10 million cases." 
“ It seems that this is something ge­ 
netic, a running out of time no matter 
where people are or what they’re 
doing,” he said. “ It isn’t unusual for 
people in the same family with the dis­ 
ease to die at nearly the same time, no 
matter where they are or what they’re 
doing. 
The Los Angeles County coroner’s of­ 
fice scheduled an autopsy today to de­ 
termine the cause of Vicki 
Aim’s 
death. 
Kirschner said he was “sure her 
heart was just as involved (by the dis­ 
ease) as the heart of her sister.” 
Medical checkups had turned up no 
indication of the disease, the girls' par­ 
ents said, and both led normal, active 
lives. Janet was athletic, often swimm­ 
ing a mile a day, and recently com­ 
pleted a long backpacking trip. 
Janet was buried last Friday in Oak- 
wood Memorial Park in Chatsworth. 
Vicki Ann will be interred beside her 
Saturday. 


Customers stealing it 
Sugar comes off restaurant tables

Sugar and spice and such things nice 
are being taken off restaurant tables 
for fear rhat customers caught up in 
the inflation pinch will steal all that’s 
available. 
“Our customers will take all the free 
sugar they can get,” said a waitress 
for Chicago’s Cambridge House restau­ 
rant. 
“We still keep sugar packets on the 
table, but we keep an eye on it to 
make sure it’s being used on our coffee 
or tea or whatever. A lot of people 
come in and order milk or juice, then 
pack their pockets full of our sugar.” 
Other restaurants, especially the low- 
priced establishments, are not as gen­ 
erous. 
“Sugar is as expensive for us as for 
anybody else,” said a spokesman for a 


northwest Indiana restaurant chain. 
“ We just let people ask us for the 
sugar now. Then the waitress gives 
them what they want. That way, we 
don’t have people helping themselves 
and taking the stuff home. 
“We even have people stealing the 
salt and pepper, shakers and all, if we 
don’t keep an eye on them. Now our 
customers have to ask for the salt and 
pepper before it’s put on the table.” 
The high price of sugar —up from 69 
cents to more than $2 for five pounds, 
has made fortune hunters of many a 
restaurant patron. 
Some restaurants have used health 
warnings to keep their customers off 
die sweet stuff. 
“We are trying to encourage the use 
ot sugar substitutes that we put cm the 
tables anyway,” said a spokesman for 


the Hollywood Holiday Inn in Califor­ 
nia. 
But many restaurants and hotels in 
Pittsburgh are not providing packets at 
sugar unless specifically asked for k, 
and others refuse to put sugar in bowls 
on customers’ tables for fear it m il be 
stolen. 
Restaurants in Atlanta also have 
waitresses offering a sugar packet at a 
time to sweet-toothed customers. 
Restaurants in Philadelphia, Houston 
and Detroit said they continue to place 
sugar on the tables, though in reduced 
quantities in some cases, and find they 
are using more sugar toan usual. 
Harry Maroni, who works at the Co­ 
rona Cafe in Chicago, says he hasn’t 
seen anyone taking sugar yet, but “if 1 
see anybody doing it, I’ll tail the wai­ 
ter to put it on toe check — 25 cents.**

WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e Presi­ 
dent of the United States interrupted 
the 
first-term 
congresswoman 
from 
Brooklyn as she talked about suspi­ 
cions that a deal was involved in his 
pardon of Richard M. Nixon. 
“ May I comment there,” said Gerald 
R. Ford, making history as he sat at 
the witness table of a House subcom­ 
mittee. He looked directly at Rep. 
Elizabeth Holtzman, D-N.Y. 
“ 1 want to assure you, the members 
of this subcommittee, the members of 
Congress, and the American people 
that there was no deal, period Under 
no circumstances." 
It was an unusual show of emotion in 
Ford’s frank relaxed appearance. 
“ He got a little indignant on Holtz- 
m an’s question,” said Rep. Peter W. 
R o d i n o , chairman of the 
House 
Judiciary Committee, whose subcom­ 
mittee on criminal justice was exam­ 
ining Ford. 
It was perhaps the first time a presi­ 
dent in office appeared as a formal 


witness before a congressional panel. 
Complimented again and again for 
his willing appearance and assured 
that Congress would not consider it a 
precedent, Ford was not required to 
swear that he would tell the truth. 
He spoke forcefully, directly, giving 
the impression that he had nothing to 
hide. 
Ford relived for the committee the 
stunning moments of Aug. 1, when Ni­ 
xon’s chief of staff. 
Alexander 
M. 
Haig, cam e to his vice presidential of­ 
fice and told him 
that 
information 
would be released soon that very pro­ 
bably would make him President. 
‘The substance of his conversation 
was that the new disclosure would be 
devastating, even catastrophic, insofar 
as President Nixon was concerned," 
said Ford. 
It was a tape of a June 23, 1972, 
White House conversation in which the 
former President tried to redirect the 
W atergate investigation. 
As Nixon, later stated publicly, he 


kept knowledge of that tape from the 
House impeachment inquiry, even his 
own lawyers. 
“ As a result,” Nixon said on Aug. 5, 
“those arguing my case, as well as 
those passing judgment on my case, 
did so with information that was in­ 
complete and in some respects er­ 
roneous.” 
One was Gerald R. Fdrd. who as 
vice oresident had been proclaiming 
Richard Nixon’s innocence throughout 
the country. Now Haig was! telling 
Ford that he, too, had been deceived. 
“ He wanted to know whether I was 
prepared to assume the presidency 
within a very short tim e," Ford said. 
“ 1 cannot really express adequately 
in words how shocked and stunned 1 
was by this unbelievable revelation. 
“ First was the sudden awareness 1 
was likely to become President under 
these troubled circumstances; second­ 
ly, the realization that these new dis­ 
closures ran completely counter to the 
position 1 had taken for months, in that 


1 believed the President was not guilty 
of any impeachable offense.” 
At that meeting, Ford said, Haig out­ 
lined a series of options which included 
resignation, the possibilities ranging 
between 
temporarily stepping 
down 
and “ pardoning various W atergate de­ 
fendants, then himself, then resign­ 
ing.” 
One option was what Ford actually 
did: 
“ A 
pardon 
to 
the 
President, 
should he resign.” 
Haig asked Ford for 
his 
recom­ 
mendations. 
“ However,” 
Ford said, 
“ he indicated he was not advocating 
any ot the options.” 
Ford said he warned to think it over, 
talk to his wife, talk to the Watergate 
defense lawyer, Jam es D. St, Clair. 
“ 1 had constantly and firmly held the 
view 
previously 
that 
in 
no 
way 
whatsoever could I recommend either 
publicly or privately any step by the 
President that might cause a change in 
mv status as vice president,” he said. 
He saw St. Clair the next day, Aug. 


2. Ford mentioned the options Haig 
presented and St. Clair “ told me he 
had not been the source of any opinion 
about presidential pardon power." 
Ford decided to do nothing and cal­ 
led Haig late that afternoon, telling 
him: “ 1 wanted him to understand that 
1 had no intention of recommending 
what President Nixon should do about 
resigning or not resigning.” 
Then the vice president left Washing­ 
ton for a series of speeches. 
To change his views or refuse com­

change, he said, and “ for that reason I 
rem ained firm in my answers to press 
questions during my trip and repeated 
mv belief in the President’s innocence 
of an impeachable offense.” 
For the committee record and the

' “That purpose was to change our na­ 
tional focus. I wanted to do all I could 
to shift our attentions from the pursuit

4Unconstitutional, unworkable1 
Freedom of Information 
Act vetoed by President 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — In his third 
veto this week. President Ford has re­ 
jected legislation designed to broaden 
the Freedom of Information Act and 
give the public greater access to gov­ 
ernment records. 
Ford said he vetoed the bill because 
be felt some its provisions were “un­ 
constitutional 
and 
unworkable” 
and 
might endanger diplomatic and milita­ 
ry secrets. 
He warned that a provision of the 
bill to let the courts declassify secret 
documents would severely undermine 
national security because it would give 
the local judges authority to overrule 
government security. 
The bill had been overwhelming ap­ 
proved by Congress — 366-8 in the 
House and 64-17 in the Senate —indi­ 
cating that both houses might be able 
to m uster the two-thirds majority nec­ 
essary to override a Presidential veto. 


In his message, Ford said he thought 
“ confidentiality would not be main­ 
tained if many millions of pages of 
FBI and other investigatory law en­ 
forcement files” were not better pro­ 
tected. 


“ It is only my conviction that the bill 
as enrolled is unconstitutional and un­ 
workable that would cause me to re­ 
turn the bill without my approval," 
Ford said. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. D-Mass., 
-aid Ford was “yielding to the exces­ 
sive desire for secrecy that characte­ 
rized the most insidious aspects of the 
Nixon adm inistration.” 
The bill, as Stands, would give feder­ 
al agencies 10 days instead of the cur­ 
rent 20 in which to respond to citizen's 
complaints, broaden access to govern­ 
ment files and impose penalties on fed­ 
eral officials who withhold information.

Congress takes month 
recess to recuperate 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
A 
week 
overdue, Congress finally has 
gone 
home to face the voters. 
When the Senate and House gather 
again, Nov. 18, it will be for a post­ 
election session that promises to run 
into January. 
Congress recessed Thursday 
after 
besting President Ford in a week-long 
brawl over U.S. military aid to Tur­ 
key. 
Despite the most strenuous objec­ 
tions of President Ford and Secretary 
of State 
Henry* Kissinger and two 
vetoes, Congress voted to cut off mi­ 
litary aid to Turkey. 
The only concession it granted was 
that the embargo is suspended until 
Dec. 10 as long as Turkey maintains 
the ceasefire and U.S. aid that can 
“ kill, wound or destroy” is not trans­ 
hipped from Turkey to Cyprus. 
After Dec. 10. aid can be resumed if 
Ford certifies that “ substantial prog­ 
ress” has been m ade toward a settle­ 
ment and that U.S. military supplies 
are being used only for self-delens« 
—tantam ount to requiring Turkey to 
withdraw from Cyprus. 
The compromise on aid ended a con­ 


frontation between Ford and the Con­ 
gress which had held up funding of 
government departm ents including La­ 
bor, Agriculture and Health, Education 
ami Welfare. 
The Senate passed it by voice vote 
Thursday. The House adopted it 191 to 
33. 
The aid provision was attached to a 
“ continuing resolution” for temporary 
funding of the government agencies, 
and it meant that those agencies now 
will get their funds. 
A leery Congress also moved to fo­ 
restall any “ pocket vetoes” by which 
legislation dies if Ford takes no action 
while the recess is under way. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield, 
informed 
by

House that there was a “ good chance" 
Ford would veto a 23 per cent increase 
in educational benefits for veterans, re­ 
fused to release the bill. 
The Senate also stayed in session 
long enough io receive Ford’s veto of 
legislation which would broaden laws 
under which the public can get access 
to government documents and records. 
The maneuvering assured Congress 
of a chance of overriding the vetoes 
when it returns.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Com­ 
merce Department says inflation is in; 
creasing at a rate of 11.5 per cent and 
the nation’s output of goods and serv­ 
ices is in its longest decline in 14 
years. 
In a statement Thursday, the depart­ 
ment said the Gross National Product, 
the sum of goods and services pro­ 
duced m the nation, declined 2.9 per 
cent in real term s for the third quarter 
of 1974 because of inflation. 
This plus a drop of 7 per cent in the 
tirst quarter and 1.6 per cent in the 
second quarter constituted the longest 
economic slump since I960. 
The figures announced added to the 
debate on whether the country is in a 
recession, 
Arthur Bums, chairm an of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board, this week said it 
was indeed a recession, but Commerce 
Secretary Frederick B. Dent Thursday 
disagreed, saying: “ What we have is 
sidewavs waffling.” 
A recession generally ts viewed as 
“a temporary falloff of business activ­ 
ity.” 
Dent said the country is not in a re­ 
cession because the slump i* n « a 
“ general husmess decline.” 


it was largely confined to the auto 
industry in the First quarter, in the 
second quarter the decline was caused 
by a sharp price increase for imported 
oil. 
In the third quarter tigures released 
Thursday, the Commerce Department 
said the decline resulted from housing, 
down 30.5 per cent; exports, down 13.9 
per cent, and business inventories, for 
which percentages were not available, 
down $5 billion. 
When the effects of inflation are in­ 
cluded, the GNP increased $27,8 billion 
to $1.412 trillion.

The subcommittee’s ranking Republi­ 
can, Henry Smith III of New York, 
also took notice. “ I think, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, that you have probably opened a 
new era between the legislative and 
executive departments, and I am hap­ 
py for it.” 
Don Edwards, D-Calif. asked if Ford 
might pardon other Watergate defen­ 
dants. Ford would not comment be­ 
cause five are now on trial. 
Lawrence Hogan, R-Md., asked about 
Nixon’s physical and mental health, 
which Ford contended did not influence 
his decision. 
Hogan went further. “There have 
been press reports that (Secretary of 
State Henry A.) Kissinger ia alleged to 
have said to you that he feared that 
former President Nixon would commit 
suicide. Is there any truth to that?” 
“There is no truth whatsoever, as far 
as I know,” Ford answered. 
Wiley Mayne, R-Iowa, asked if Ford 
did not, in hindsight, think he acted 
hastily. 
Ford said he tried to think of a bet­ 
ter time and couldn’t. “ I’m convinced, 
after reflection, as I was previously, 
that the timing of the pardon was don« 
at the right time,” he said. 
Robert Kastenmeier. D-Wis., asked if 
would Ford mind if Haig or other 
White House aides were called to tes­ 
tify. 
“ What the subcommittee does is t 
judgment for the subcommittee and 
not m e," said Ford, departing from die 
traditions of his recent predecessors. 
President Truman and his succes­ 
sors, including Nixon, said commu 
nications between the President and 
aides were confidential because 
of 
executive privilege. 
Ms. Holtzman, the youngest member 
of the committee and considered one of 
its sharpest questioners, was less ge­ 
nial than the others. 
“I would like to point out, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, that the resolutions of Inquiry 
which have prompted your appearance 
here today have resulted from very 
dark suspicions that have been created 
in the public’s mind. 
"Perhaps these suspicions are totally 
unfounded and I sincerely hope that 
they are,” she said. 
“ But none the less we must all con­ 
front the reality of these suspicions, 
and the suspicions that were created 
by the circumstances of the pardon 
which you issued; the secrecy with 
which it was issued and the reasons 
for which it was issued made people 
(mention whether or not in fact it was 
a deal..,,” 
Ford interrupted. “No deaf, period 
Under no circum stances.”

Holtzman 
also asked if 
the 
President would turn over any tapes of 
conversations he had with Nixon. 
“ Those tapes,” Ford replied, "belong 
to President Nixon. Those tapes are in 
our control ... those tapes will not be 
delivered to anybody until a satis­ 
factory agreement is reached with the 
special prosecutor’s office.” 
Some members came out o# the 
hearing room pleased, others not. Re­ 
marking that Ford had said there was 
no deal involved, Hungate remarked: 
“ That’s what we really 
wanted to 
hear.” 
Ms. Holtzman, on her part, felt "the 
questions are really unresolved.” 
Mr«. Abzug was In the audience, un­ 
satisfied. “We have to probe further to 
make sure there wasn’t a deal,” she 
said.

Spokesman 
for both firms said there are 
no plans now to lay off sala­ 
ried workers.

about 2,400 workers, mostly 
through attrition and layoffs. 


*Mn response to current eco­ 
nomic conditions, the comna- 
ny is conducting an intensive 
cost reduction program,” a 
spokesman said. “ We are re 
during fixed costs, combining 
operations where possible and 
reorganizing departments for 
belter cost control and im­ 


proved efficiency. “ We are

plans and deferring programs 
to help us plan for the use ot 
scarce commodities and

rive us lead time needed to 
find and secure ample sup­ 
plies at competitive prices. 
“ We believe these stringent

strengthen Chrysler Corp. in 
a period when the industry is 
experiencing one of the worst 
profit reductions in history,” 
the Chrysler statement said. 
Chrysler sales so far this 


year are off 19 per cent from 
the 1973 pace. Industry sales 
are off 20.9 per cent and an 
anticipated pickup with the 
introduction of the 1975 mod­ 
els has not materialized.

McKenna, Fitting and Finch 
two years ago when he left 
the Nixon administration and 
returned to private practice. 


The firm ’s senior partner, 
William F. McKenna, said the 
contribution was a surprise to

The United States is suffering from a 
complex problem termed “stagflation” 
which is brought on by a stagnant 
economy and inflation occurring at the 
same time. 
So declared 
Rep. 
Victor 
Vevsey, 
R-43rd Dist., at a “meet the pres-’’ 
program 
Thursday 
before 
the 
La 
Verne Rotary Club. 
“We have complex issues to face and 
a narrow path on which to try to get 
out.” he said. 
As one means to help control infla­ 
tion, Veysey called for more fiscal res­ 
ponsibility by the federal government 
in its own spending. Veysey blamed his 
Democratic colleagues as being the 
“big spenders” and boosting the bud­ 
get into “record-breaking proportions.” 
He noted that in 14 of the last 15 
years, there have been unbalanced fed­ 
eral budgets. 
But Veysey now behaves Congress 
has gotten the message of fiscal res­ 
ponsibility. “We have moved to set up 
mechanisms to control the overrunning 
of the budget,” he explained. 
The lawmaker said budget areas 
which can be cut include foreign aid 
and military spending. “The military,” 
he added, “must suriain some share of 
the reduction.” 
Veysey, a candidate in the newly 
created 35th Congressional 
District, 
said he has urged that Congress em­ 
ploy an economic analyst, such as Cali­ 
fornia now has, to assist in preparing 
the annual budget. 
The lawmaker, in discussing Presi­ 
dent Ford’s recent anti-inflation meas­ 
ures. said he disagreed with the prop­ 
osed 5 per cent surtax for middle in­ 
come persons. “That group of people is. 
already overtaxed. And I don’t believe 
the way to balance a federal budget is 
to add another tax.” 
But Veysey that that in respect to 
taxation of excess profits of some cor­ 
porations, there are a lot of areas 
where this may be done. He cited the 
recent oil situation where some firms 
reported high gain*. 
Regarding the oil situation, Veysey 
said he had proposed during the recent 
fuel crisis the opening of the Elks Hill 
naval oil reserve for a limited period 
of time, since this was reserved for 
critical situations, Veysey said he al-o 
warned to see if the Navy could get 
thn into fast production. 
“If the military was 
in enough 


trouble then to tap the civilian simply, 
then they were enough trouble to tap 
their own reserves,” he added. 
Veysey said he was also tn favor 
now of resuming off->hore drilling. The 
largest, single area of oil domestically 
lies in the outer continental shell,” he 
reported. 
There was. however, a “bad scene” 
a few years ago because of oil seepage 
off Santa Barbara. 
But federal standards were 
then 
inadequate and because of the seepage 
and leakage people got “turned off,” 
he added. 
“There are great resources off shore. 
We have the technology for tapping 
them. We must simply turn to them 
for an oil reserve.” 
On another matter, Veysey said he 
does not favor returning to wage and 
price controls since he believes this is 
only a short range answer. He ad­ 
mitted, however, that results of a re­ 
cent survey show a slight majority do 
believe in these measures. 
“In terms of emergencies, for short 
periods of time, you can stabilize 
prices and wages by putting on con­ 
trols,” he said. 
But the force of economy continues 
to work and manifest in other ways, 
njainly shortages. People don’t produce 
any further the goods controlled too 
tightly and these disappear from the 
markets, he said. 
“You can’t sustain them for a long 
period of time. When you come off the 
wage and price controls, you get a big 
bounce up because of that pressure 
which has built up.” 
Veysey said that also when talk is 
begun about wage and price controls, 
people will tend to get their prices up 
so they will be covered should this 
take effect. 
Speaking on foreign aid, Veysey said 
a cutback should be seriously consid­ 
ered. “The problem with our economy 
is sufficiently grave that we should be 
adjusting our full energy and resources 
to getting America back on a steady 
course.” 
By this, Veysey said the nation does

MSAC enrollment climb: 
students speed up studies

P-B Staff Writer 
An apparent desire on the part of 
some 2,500 college students to get 
through with their education as quickly 
as possible is boosting enrollment at 
Mt. San Antonio College by 10 per cent 
this year. 
The number of students attending 
classes both during the day and in the 
evenings has jumped from 1,390 last 
year to 2,579 this fall, an increase of 86 
per cent, Dennis Mayer, vice president 
in charge of student activities, told the 
Bord of Trustees Thursday. 
“Of course, many of the students are 
undergoing retraining,” he explained. 
“But for the most part, these day and 
evening students want to get their edu­ 
cations as quickly as possible in antici­ 
pation of better jobs in the future.” 
Further indication of a shift to full­ 
time enrollmeni 
was evidenced by 


registration in day classes, which went 
from 7,694 last year to 8.239 this 
month, an increase of about 7 per cent. 
There was no substantial change in 
the continuing — evening — education 
program where enrollment 
dropped 
from 7,932 to 7,929. 
Total enrollment at the college dur­ 
ing October was 18,747 compared with 
17,016 last year. 
The administration has hired 10 addi­ 
tional teachers on salaries and 68 
teachers on hourly scales to take care 
of the heavier demand ior classes. The 
total faculty now stands at 674 teachers 
full and part time, compared with 610 
l a s t 
year, 
according 
to 
Thomas 
O’Connor, vice president in charge of 
academic affairs. 
In an unrelated matter, the board ac­ 
cepted for study a request by the School 
Employes 
Association 
for 
pay 
in­ 
creases to about 70 per cent of the 


classified workers. 
James W. Graves, president ot the 
association, said the request was for 
reclassification of 200 of the 300 em­ 
ployes to bring them into the top quar­ 
ter among the state’s junior colleges. 
The increases, if accepted, would 
amount to about 214 
cen*- 
The employes received a 9 per cent 
pay raise across the board last July, 
but Graves said that did not include 
the reclassifications. He reminded the 
board that the trustees had agreed four 
years ago to boost the clasifications by 
one step “if and when money was 
available.” 
“I am now informed that the money 
is available on a continuing basis,” he 
said. “And therefore ask the board to 
make the adjustments.” 
He said the additional money till the 
end of the school vear would amount to 
about. $37,000.

Engineers devise 


orbital fix it shop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Space agency engineers 
have come up with a way to repair and update 
satellites in orbit without having to launch a new 
one even time something fails. 
The scheme takes advantage of the Space Shuttle 
orbital transport now being built for flight late this 
decade and is expected to help cut the nation’s costs 
of doing business in space. 
The Idea is to first build spacecraft out of stan­ 
dardized modules that can be used in a wide variety 
of satellites. Such modules would handle various 
operations all satellites need such as providing elec­ 
trical power, handling communications and con­ 
trolling spacecraft position in relation to earth, the 
sun or stars. 
The standard modules would be installed on a bas­ 
ic spacecraft frame. The only major difference be­ 
tween satellites would be the special instruments 
required for each specific mission, such as cameras 
and atmosphere sensors for weather satellites, tele­ 
scopes for astronomical observation and radiation 
detectors for sungazers. 
The satellite then would be carried into orbit b\ 
the Space Shuttle, a revolutionary' aerospace plane 
that will take off vertically like a roc ket and return 
to earth landings like a jetliner. The satellite will fit 
into a cargo bay as big as a boxcar. 
Once the proper orbit is achieved, the shuttle s 
crewmen will open the cargo bay’s two large dooi s. 
raise the satellite from its storage position, run a 
series of electrical checks to make sure it works in 
the space environment and then release it. All tin s« 
operations will be controlled from the shuttles main 
crew cabin. 
, 
, 
.. 
The shuttle then will return to earth, ready for its 
next mission. If something aboard the satellite 
should fail during the next months, or even years» a 
repair apparatus along with spare parts would be 
installed in the shuttle. 
The rocket plane then would rendezvous with 
misbehaving satellite, extend a 50-foot arm to grab 
the satellite and pull it into the cargo bay. niir b as 
moving railroad trains used to snatch mail bags 
hung up along the track.

House minority leader Gerry Ford’s 
endorsements never waned and the two 
men remained friends. 
When Ford became President and 
decided to ext* nd amnesty to deserters 
and draft evaders, he picked Goodell to 
handle the ticklish chore. To date. Goo­ 
dell has kept the program fair, low- 
keyed and free from all but routine 
friction. The job will be all but com­ 
pleted in a few months. 
In the last few days, the President 
and his advisers have tentatively set­ 
tled on Goodell as the man to replace 
Arty. Gen. William Saxbe it a graceful 
way can be found to get Saxbe to step 
v down. 
Saxbe dearlv loves the job, however, 
and has told us he came awa\ from a 
meeting with l ord a few weeks ago 
with the understanding that he could

but it's our own fault 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - If U.S. prestige is declining in 
the world, it’s our own doing. 
For wherever one looks, influential leaders behind the scenes 
ate urgently begging this country to take over leadership. This 
is true in Japan, West Germany, Britain, Italy, Egypt, Israel 
and the Middle East, much of Latin America and in some of 
Africa. 
Statesmen from London to Bonn to Rome have made clear 
that if the U.S. economy falters badly, West Europe will go 
down. The Japanese echo this concern. Equivalent messages 
come in from much of the underdeveloped world. A new piece 
of research illustrates with astounding clarity the heavy eco­ 
nomic dependence of the non-industrialized nations on the 
American market, technology and leadership. 
A series of reports attest to the fact that major Arab na­ 
tions, beginning with Saudi Arabia, are more confident in the 
U.S. future than in that of any other nation. This is evidenced 
by the growing number of Arab investments in the United 
States, by the deposit of Arab funds in American banks and 
the growing desire of Arab governments to secure the services 
of American technology. Since most of the oil-rich lands will 
be dependent on these investments when their petroleum re­ 
sources are depleted, the Arabs obviously are tying their eco­ 
nomic future to that of the United States. 1 hereiore, other 
nations wishing to share in the petrodollar pool, apparently 
will need to borrow through American banks. 
For the time being at least, the Chinese fear the Russians 
and the Russians the Chinese. Both thus need this country'. 
Which major country, other than the United States can be 
trusted by both tbs Israetlis and Egyptians? Without U.S. 
approval what sort of an arms or force reduction arrangement 
can be worked out between the Soviet Union and West Eur­ 
ope? Without the U.S. nuclear umbrella and American trade 
and technology. Japan would face a far less rosy future. 
The problem is not lack of influence. It is rather indecisive- 
ness in the White House, the State Department and in Con­ 
gress. This country today has no foreign policy, no Mideast 
policy, no West European policy, no Asian policy and no Rus­ 
sian or Chinese policies. It has no worldwide policy on oil or 
energy, foreign investment, inflation, the recycling of petrodol­ 
lars, arms control or defense. Policies worked up in one de­ 
partment or another are negated by policies developed in other 
departments. 
We make dramatic move> without planning or preparation. 
These confuse, annoy and frequently anger our allies and 
tempt our opponents to rash actions inimical to our interests. 
With no visible counter action in hand, President Ford and 
Secretary of State Kissinger speak out strongly against those 
nations which are boosting oil prices beyond all reason, leav­ 
ing friends with mouths agape and arousing scorn among the 
oil producers. 
. 
West European leaders were visibly annoyed when Kissi­ 
nger, with much ado, invited the Big Five in to develop an oil- 
inflation-energy program — with no plan in mind and no idea 
of what the United States wants or is planning. 
Adroit diplomatic agreements, breakthrough talks with 
China and Russia and tightrope negotiations to avoid war in 
the Middle East and Cvprus are great achievements. They do 
not constitute a policy which should be a standard around 
which friends can rally and a symbol of determination which 
will give pause to enemies.

DEAR DR. LAMB — Can a person's 
body use the minerals contained in wa­ 
ter? ! have been told that these are 
inorganic minerals and that the body 
can use only organic 
minerals. 
Do 
these minerals i ollect in our bodies to 
help form gallstones and cause arth­ 
ritis? Also, would it be beneticial to 
drink only distilled water? 
DEAR READER — You have been 
listening to some dangerously ill-in­ 
formed people. Do not take any health 
advice from that source. 
You must have inorganic minerals for 
life. Sodium from salt, potassium and 
all of the elements essential to life are 
inorganic minerals. You have to have 
calcium for your bones and even the 
function of your heart 
and nerves. 
These inorganic minerals are exactly 
the same element whether the sodium, 
potassium, iron, copper or calcium 
comes from water, in vegetables, from 
an iron cooking pot or another source. 
Some ' eople don’t realize that an ele­ 
ment is an element wherever it is 
found. 
Your healthy body regulates these 
inorganic minerals so that you have 
the right amount of calcium, iron, so­ 
dium. potassium and other elements in 
your bodv. Even the amount of pure 
water iu the body is regulated by the

body itself. 
Having these necessary 
items in your diet or water in no way 
contributes to gallstores or arthritis in 
healthy people. 
You do not need to drink distilled 
water tor your health. Your city water, 
properly treated by the city to prevent 
bacteria in your h e a l t h , is the sa­ 
les! of all water immediately available 
to you. if you drink bottled water, you 
must keep it relatively sterile or you 
will have to boil it to protect yourself 
from germ>. Germs, not minerals, are 
the big problem here. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I am a married 
we nan, 40 years old, an office worker 
in fairly good health. 1 have no vari­ 
cose veins and am not overweight; 
however 1 am getting a little heavy 
through the waistline. So, 1 purchase a 
10-speed racer bicycle to ride the six 
miles home from work, in hopes that 
the exercise would keep me in shape. 
1 took a week to gradually work up 
to ridina the six miles. But, atter about 
10 days many, many brui-es appear­ 
ed all over my legs! and particularly 
on the sides and bock of my knees. 
Have some of the tiny veins in my 
legs ruptured due to the . strain? Fm 
worried. Could this cause me to devi I- 
op varicose veins or harm me in some 
was ? 


With the many people taking up bic­ 
ycling these days, 1 feel sure it would 
be of interest to many. 
DEAR READER - If tho*e little 
veins ruptured from your exercise, you 
already had a problem. Unless you 
bump or bruise the 
legs, 
exercise 
should not cause varicose veins or rup­ 
ture of the small veins. 
Exercising the legs actually pumps 
the blood uphill out of the vein* in rhe 
tegs and toward the heart. The con­ 
traction ot the muscles arcund the 
deep veins in the legs actually milks 
the blood out of the legs. The truth 
then is that exercise of this nature 
should decrear-e the pressure in the 
veins and help prevent problems. 
You need to look to some other cause 
for your problem. Compression of tie 
veins in the leg for some reason might 
be a factor. Or, it couki be coinciden­ 
tal. If you have no good reason for the 
bruises, you should see a doctor and 
lei him make some tests.

Energy crisis 
Big cars will not 
solve problems

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
United States never is going 
to solve its energy problem 
until it stops making big, 
overpowered automobiles and 
returns to the railroads in­ 
stead of trucks foT its major 
transport, a Columbia Uni­ 
versity professor said today. 
“ The oil and gas supply si­ 
tuation is better this autumn 
than 
last,*’ 
says 
Seymour 
Melman, who teaches indust­ 
rial engineering, “ but nothing 
sensible is being done to­ 
wards reaching a long range 
solution. “ That solution de­ 
pends on continued sharp re­ 
duction of consumption of pet­ 
roleum for energy." 
F e d e r a l Energy Admin- 
i-trator John C. Sawhill con­ 
cedes another Arab embargo 
on exports to 
the 
United 
states— which could occur if 
fighting breaks out again in 
the Middle East—a rise in do­ 
mestic gasoline consumption 
or even abnormal cold weath­ 
er that boosted the use of fuel 
oil and 2as for heating could 
create trouble. 
Melman. who is writing a 
book entitled “ The Perma­ 
nent War Economy," insists 
the entire attitude of the U.S. 
government, the auto and pet­ 
roleum industries and even 
the American public towards 
the long range oil problem so 
far has been “absurd to the 
point of idiocy." 
“ Automobiles that will give 
28 miles or more to the gallon 
have been on the market for 
10 years. More and 
more 
Americans do buy them, but, 
on the whole, Detroit still is 
making uneconomic monsters 
si.nplv to maintain a high dol­ 
lar sales value per car with a 
resulting profit to both the 
manufacturer and the* dealer. 
What the president and Con­ 
gress should do is to tax 
these monsters off the roads, 
perhaps giving Detroit one 
model year 
to 
make 
the 
changeover to four-cylinder 
cars giving 28 to 35 miles to 
the gallon. The tax should be 
severely 
graduated on the 
basis of both horsepower and 
weight,” Melman said. 
Instead, advisors to Presi­ 
dent Ford have been urging 
him to pile a national retail 
surtax of 10 cents a gallon on 
gasoline. 
Melman said bis proposals 
would bring about a min­ 
imum one-third reduction in 
passenger car gasoline con­ 
sumption— the biggest item 
of consumption —in compara­ 
tively few years. He pointed 
out that France, Italy, and 
other European countries and 
Japan already restrict gaso­ 


line consumption largely to 
small cars. France recently 
slashed imports of gasoline. 
Gasoline prices in Europe, 
which run up to $1.80 a gal­ 
lon, also put a high premium 
on small cars with high fuel 
mileage rates. 
“ If the United States gov­ 
ernment simply cut the gaso­ 
line supply," Melman said, 
“ Detroit would be faced with 
the alternative of producing 
much smaller cars or a lot fe­ 
wer cars to match the avail­ 
able fuel supply.” 
He said the contention of 
the automakers that it would 
take a long time to change 
•over to small cars is non­ 
sense. “ They could convert 
practically overnight," 
Mel- 


automobile installment loans j 
may be mortgaging the in­ 
dustry’s future sales because 
it is causing buyers to stretch 
out their payments to four 
vears. That logically should 
have the effect of causing mo­ 
torists to keep their cars long­ 
er. Melman said Detroit could 
partly counter this trend by 
shifting fast to smaller cars 
that would be traded in more 
frequently. 
He also said boaters who 
hang 75 and 100 hp. motors on 
small skiffs that could do 
very well on 2.5 hp. should be 
penalized in the same way as 
people who insist on driving 
monstrous cars.

Double bottom ships 


approved by solons 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A House-Scnate conierence com­ 
mittee has approved a bill that would require all new U.S. 
tankers earning oil into West Coast inland ports to have 
double bottoms. 
“ in essence, the new federal law will state that future U.S. 
tankers constructed to carry oil from Alaska and elsewhere to 
any West Coast inland port must have double bottoms to pro­ 
tect against pollution in case of grounding," Sen. Warren G. 
Magnuson, D-Wash., the sponsor of the bill, said this week. 
The measure would require double bottoms on all new ships 
of over 20,000 tons deadweiuht built after Dec. 31, 1974, wrhich 
would be used to carry oil to inland West Coa-t ports. 
“ Approval of the double bottom concept is a great victory 
for the protection of Puget Sound and could have a very sig­ 
nificant impact on the future design of all U.S.-constructed 
vessels," Magnuson said. 
The double bottom provision was made a part of the Energy 
Transportation Security Act, which is awaiting final approval 
by Congress.

Looming cool strike 
Magazines 
Miners hope energy crisis 
will help their wage fight 
Paint grim world survival picture

With the United States relying 
more on coal for its future 
energy 
needs, 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers 
of 
America 
(UMWA) is bargaining for a 
position of strength in 
its 
Washington, D. C., contract 
talks with the nation’s soft 
coal operators’ association. 


The 
UMWA 
realizes 
the 
United States cannot afford 
an extended miners’ 
strike 
when its current contract ex­ 
pires Nov. 12. Thus, the union 
sees the energy crisis as an 
opportunity to 
substantially 
upgrade not only wages but 


wages. And even for them, 
this kind of money doesn’t 
last very long or go very 
far.” 
For instance, the 
UMWA 
says the underground oper­ 
ator of a continuous mining 
machine in 1973 earned $45.75 
a day or about $10,400 a year 
before 
taxes. 
After 
deduc­ 
tions, 
the 
union 
said, 
he 
earned about $8,350. 
Many U. S. union members 
— team sters, teachers, jour­ 
nalists, steel workers, textile 
employes —would be outraged 
at being paid such salaries 
w h i l e exposed to similar 
risks. 
But higher salaries are not 


UMWA priorities are more 
a d e q u a t e company main­ 
tained access roads and park­ 
ing lots at mine locations; a 
group automobile 
insurance 
program: a cost of living allo­ 
wance tied to the Consumer 
P r i c e Index;

UMWA. 
“Coal 
miners need more 
than two weeks (vacation) to 
recuperate from a year of

his throat (he will never get 
it out of his lungs), and some 
of the kinks out of his back." 
The UMWA wants a gua­ 
ranteed four week vacation 
for all employes with one or 
more years of continuous em­ 
ployment. 
The union also wants to add 
five additional paid vacations 
to the nine now observed by 
UMWA members —the day

“ No other industry could 
make such a claim —and no 
other industry could survive 
the public outcry if death and 
destruction were as common 
as they are in coal.”

Dire thoughts, perhaps, but 
Redford is not alone in his be­ 
lief. Magazines are taking a 
hard look at the impact of 
galloping population growth in 
the U*S. and abroad, finding 
its subtle impact here in com­ 
munities from New York to 
California. For mankind, the 
future is grim, says 
Ram- 
p a r t s , 
w h o s e 
Terence 
McCarthy writes. “Assume a 
six-billion population in the 
year 2000, and also some crop 
failures equivalent to those of 
1972. One-third of the human 
race could be condemned to 
death by starvation.” 
World 
population 
is 
just 
now reaching four-billion and 
author 
Ansley 
J. 
Cole 
in 
Scientific American points out 
the present rate of increase 
“is almost certainly without 
precedent, and it is hundreds 
of times greater than the rate 
that has been the norm for 
most of man’s history.” For 


the 
unconcerned, 
with 
the 
current rate doubling popula­ 
tion every 35 years, “ in less 
than 700 years there would be 
one person for every square 
foot on the surface of the 
earth.” As for the so-called 
“ Green 
Revolution” 
which 
helped the world’s farm ers 
double output in a generation 
t h r o u g h h i g h e r-yielding 
grains, it has been “stalled 
because of the shortage of 
fertilizer,” 
Financial 
World 
reports. 
“ So 
far 
domestic 
producers have been unable 
to keep up with demand at 
home and, except for phos­ 
phates, have little left over 
for export.” The article goes 
on to say, though, “pressure 
on the U.S. government to al­ 
leviate starvation” may result 
in a policy switch, encourag­ 
ing exports again. “ Ameri­ 
cans use about as much fer­ 
tilizer on their lawns and golf 
courses as India has for all 
her croplands.” 
Americans also relied heav­ 
ily on DDT until the govern­ 
ment banned it. This ban, 
writes Dr. Chester Cross in a 
guest editorial 
in 
Horticul­ 
ture, is creating severe hard­ 
ship on the farm, forcing far­ 
mers to use “far more toxic 
and 
dangerous 
chemicals.” 
Dr. Cross says it might take 
“ a food shortage, right here, 
before common sense again 


dictates pesticide policy.’-’ 
Those counting on the sea 
to feed mankind might note 
author Ved Nanda’s article in 
The Nation. He points out, 
“The bounties of the ocean 
are plentiful but not inexhaus­ 
tible.” The fish harvest has 
tripled in the past 25 years 
but one source says it can be 
increased now only another 50 
to 100 per cent. 
The disruptions caused by 
overpopulation include mas­ 
sive joblessness. The plight of 
one such North African unem­ 
ployed man is explored by 
Richard Critchfield in Human 
Behavior. He also quotes Rob­ 
ert 
S. 
McNamara, 
World 
Bank president, who warned 
that there will be one billion 
“ marginal men” by decade’s 
end. “ Can we imagine any 
human order surviving with 
so gross a mass of misery pil­ 
ing up at its base?” McNa­ 
m ara asked. 
Biologist 
Garrett 
Hardin 
says he doesn’t think so. Writ­ 
ing in Psychology Today, he 
compares the world not to a 
spaceship but a lifeboat, with 
50 wealthy people inside and 
100 poor people in the water 
barely hanging on. With popu­ 
lations in developing nations 
skyrocketing, Hardin sees no 
chance for the 
lifeboat to 
k e e p 
afloat 
unless 
such 
growth is stopped and each 


country becomes responsible 
for feeding its own peoples, 
instead of constantly borrow­ 
ing to feed ever more mouths. 
Even in affluent America, 
some cities are already feel- 
i n g 
t h e 
overpopulation 
crunch. Author Peter Barnes 
in the New Republic reports 
“ Suffolk County, N.Y., is buy­ 
ing farms threatened with de­ 
velopment and leasing them 


back to family farmers.

Trend slowing, but sales steady 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A . 
s p o n t a n e o u s wine boom 


created by consumers at toe 
beginning of this decade is le­ 


veling off, but the industry is 
optimistic about the future. 
For one thing, table wines 
have passed dessert wines in 
total case sales. Researchers 
see this as an indication that 
Americans are beginning to 
drink wine with meals fairly 
often. 
Case purchases also are ris­ 
ing, compared with a 
few 
\ears ago when 64.7 persons 
questioned in a survey said 
they 
bought 
wine 
by 
the 
bottle. 


But table wine sales, which 
doubled during the five year 
period 
beginning 
in 
1969, 
dropped off 3.5 per cent dur­ 
ing the first five months this 
year, 
compared 
with 
the 
same period in 1973. 
The Win Marketing Hand­ 
book, an annual publication 
of 
a 
New 
York 
m arket 
research firm, predict that 
the wine boom will continue 
on its own power, although at 
a slower pace. They also ex­ 
pect it to be led, as in the 
past three or four years, by 
younger consumers. 
Associate editor Dan Hecht 
said in an interview that wine 
sales were oft somewhat, at 


least in rate of gain, since its 
1974 edition was published a 
few weeks ago. 
"It’s possible the cost of liv­ 
ing is involved,” he said. 
Beth Hecht and handbook 
research director Bernard Ap­ 
pel forecast increases in table 
wine sales this year, but ex­ 
pect 1974 to end with a smal­ 
ler gain than the 8.7 per cent 
reported for last year. 
Their optimism is based on 
several factors including: 
There has been a role reve­ 
rsal in buying patterns that 
finds older consumers emulat- 
i n g 
18-to-34-year-olds, 
who 
now drink more wine than 
their elders.

Machine-like As are newest dynasty 


OAKLAND (UPT)—Three in a row is 
as good as you can get, perfect, in 
fact, and that’s precisely the type ball 
Oakland’s battling A’s played in the 
World Series to lay the cornerstone for 
baseball’s newest dynasty. 


When the New York Yankees won 
four consecutive world titles from 1936 
through 
1939, 
everybody 
considered 
them the most powerful baseball dy­ 
nasty in history, and it was up to that 
point. 


Then, a later generation of Yankees 
stamped out five world titles in a row 
from 1949 through 1953 in almost as­ 
sembly line fashion. 


Now, along come the A’s, a team of 
outspoken players who battle among 
themselves in the clubhouse and publi­ 
cly criticize their owner and manager, 
to challenge that record, and there are 
those who think they can equal, if not 
break it. 
Thursday, as they had in the four 
previous games, the A’s played base­ 
ball the way it should be, making ail 
the plays perfectly and professionally 
to beat the proud Los Angeles Dodgers 
3-2 and win the 1974 World Series in 
five games. Centerfielder Bill North 
did make one error in the eighth in­ 
ning but the 
A’s turned it into a 
p lu s-o n e which finished the Dodgers. 


“ This was the sweetest one of all,” 
said team star Reggie Jackson, “be­ 


cause we did it in five. Last year and 
the year before, 
it took 
us 
seven 
gam es to beat the Reds and Mets. 
Maybe now people will give us credit 
for being a great team, because we 
are.” 
There aren’t many who will chal­ 
lenge that statement and certainly not 
the Dodgers, who made costly m is­ 
takes on the field and did most of the 
talking off it. 
“ If they are sm art,” said Joe Rudi, 
whose seventh inning homer off Mike 
Marshall won Thursday’s gam e, “ they 
will learn something from this. Sure, 
we fight a lot among ourselves, but we 
leave all that stuff in the clubhouse 
where it belongs. On the field, we play 
baseball.” 
“ 1 think we learned a lot watching 
them ,” said Dodger Manager Walter 
Alston. “There’s a certain part of this 
gam e you 
can’t 
get 
from 
talking. 
There are a few things you have to get 
on the playing field that nothing but 
experience will 
give 
you. 
The 
A’s 
showed us that.” 
Bill Buckner, who turned out to be 
the goat in the final gam e when he 
was cut down trying to make an extra 
base in the eighth inning, was the man 
who did most of the talking for the 
. Dodgers when he said if they played 
Oakland 162 times his team would win 
100. 
“If you are going to talk like that,” 


said A’s shortstop Bert Campaneris, 
“you better w in.” 
The A’s used brilliant pitching and 
defense to throttle the Dodgers. Thurs­ 
day’s wrapup gam e was a perfect ex­ 
ample. 
Sal Bando hit a sacrifice fly for the 
A’s first run, generated by North’s 
speed and a throwing error by catcher 
Steve Yeager, 
and Ray Fosse and 
Rudi, not noted for their power, hit 
homers. 
Vida Blue, who went 7 2-3 innings, 
John Odom and Rollie Fingers took 
care of the pitching and Jackson, Dick 
Green and Bando made the big defen­ 
sive play that cut down Buckner and 
eventually the Dodgers. 
“ It’s not that difficult managing a 
team like this,” said Alvin Dark, who 
as of the moment doesn’t know if he 
will be back next year. “ I’ve said it 
100 times before and I say it again, 
managers dop’t win baseball gam es, 
they only lose them. 
These fellows 
played perfect baseball in this Series 
and that’s why they are champions.” 
Fingers picked up his second save of 
this Series in Thursday’s game and his 
sixth over the last three years. That’s 
a record and his four appearances this 
year gave him 16 overall tor another 
record. 
That won Fingers, the mustachioed 
reliever, the Series MVP award made 
by a national magazine, but there were 


a lot of people who thought the award 
should have gone to Green. Among 
them were most of the A’s. 


Green set Series fielding records by 
participating in six doubleplays in five 
gam es and three in one. But it was his 
relay in the eighth inning Thursday 
that was the biggest play of all. 
Rudi’s homer cam e in the seventh 
and gave the A’s a 3-2 edge. Buckner 
led off the eighth with a single and 
when North let it get away from him 
for an error, Buckner tried to go all 
the way to third. But Jackson, backing 
up on the play in right center, threw a 
chest-high strike to Green, who fired a 
bullet to Bando at third to cut down 
Buckner and finish off the Dodgers. 
Alston defended the gamble by Buck­ 
ner. 
“ It would have been a great play if 
he made it.” said Alston, “ and I’m not 
going to second guess him for tryine.” 


The Buckner gamble was a perfect 
illustration of how this Series went. 
Every time the Dodgers tried for so­ 
mething extra, it cost them. When the 
A’s did, they made it pay off. 
The difference was in experience ar.d 
the A’s had it all ever the Dodgers 
there, too. 
With a club still relatively young, the 
A’s could go on to greater glory and 


Jackson is one who thinks they can be­ 
come the greatest ever. 
“The way we approach this gam e, 
both on the field and off it,” he said, 
“we have a great opportunity to be the 
best ever. I said before the Series 
started that if we won three in a row, 
we could make it four, five and even 
six straight.”

OAKLAND (UPI) — If you go back 


down through the years, you will dis­ 


cover every single World Series gener­ 
ally is remembered for one particular 
individual. 
In 1926, it was Grover Cleveland Ale­ 
xander. He was a 39-year-old retread 
at the time, and after beating the New 
York Yankees in the second and sixth 
gam es, he shuffled in from the bullpen 
in the final contest to strike out Tony 
“ Push 'em up” Lazzeri with the bases 
full and wrap it all up for the St. Louis 
Cardinals. 
Similarly, 
the 
1931 
Series 
is 
re­ 
membered 
for 
wild-running 
Pepper 
Martin, who stole five bases and hit 
.500 
for 
the 
Cardinals 
against 
the 
Philadelphia A’s; the 1941 classic is as­ 
sociated with Mickey Owen’s missed 
third strike; the 1956 Series belonged 
to Don “ Perfect Game” Larsen, and 
more recently, the late Roberto Cle­ 
mente made a one-man show of the 
1971 Series by burying Baltimore with 
his .414 batting average. 


Rollie 
Fingers, 
the 
indefatiguable 
Oakland reliever with the waxed mous­ 
tache and stitches in the back of his 
head, was the MVP for the World 
Series jusi ended. There is no question 
about him deserving the new car that 
goes with the award, but he will not be 
the man this Series necessarily will be 
remembered for. 


If this Series is remembered for any­ 
thing, or anybody at all, it most likely 
will be for either Charlie Finley or Bill 
Buckner. 


One of the A’s, asked whom he’d 
vote as MVP, didn’t have to think 
a second. 
“Charlie,” 
he 
said. 
“We’ve 
won 
three World Scries and he has domi­ 
nated them all.” 


On the other side of the coin, there is 
young Buckner, who really didn’t set 
out to do it that way, but did wind up 
helping the Los Angeles Dodgers get 
beat with his legs and with his mouth. 


When he should’ve been content with 
two bases, he foolishly tried for three 
leading off the eighth inning of Thurs­ 
day night’s finale. The result was he 
was thrown out and the Dodgers were 
finished. 


So much for the damage he did with 
his legs. 
With his mouth, he said the A’s had 
only three real standouts—Sal Bando, 
Joe Rudi and Reggie Jackson — and 
added that if the Dodgers played the 
A’s 162 times during the regular sea­ 
son, they would beat the A’s in 100 of 
those games. 


Finley read Buckner’s quotes to the 
A’s before Wednesday night’s contest, 
got them a little more fired up than 
they were already, and they went on to 
win what most of them considered the 
biggest game of all five. 
“ I said nothing against their ball 
club,” Buckner tried explaining after 
Thursday night’s loss. “ Someone asked 
me what I thought about their ballpla­ 
yers and I iust tried to evaluate them 
as individuals, that’s all.” 


B u c k n e r , running on his own, 
couldn’t see where he did anything so 
wrong going for three bases when cen­ 
ter fielder Bill North let his smash get 
by him leading off the eighth. 


“That’s the way I always play,” he 
said. 


Walt Alston refused to second-gue-s 
him either. 
“ He’s aagressive,” said the Dodgers’ 
manager. “ He’d knock down a brick 
wall. 
Perhaps, but he was unable to knock 
down Sal Bando, who is built along the 
general lines ot the Rock of Gibraltar 
and was right there waiting for him 
when Buckner cam e tearing into third 
head first. 
Second baseman Dick Green, middle 
man in the relay from Jackson to Ban­ 
do, 
wasn’t 
especially 
surprised 
by 
Buckner’s decision to go for three. 
“ 1 kind of expected him to try,” said 
Green. “Why? Because that’s the way 
they play.” 
That 
particular 
style 
of 
play 
is 
known as “National League baseball.” 
Usually it’s good enough to win, or at 
least it had been until the Oakland A’s 
cam e along. 
The A’s aren’t a typical American 
League team. In fact, they don’t really 
typify ruy. thing, unless maybe they do 
their owner, who is one of a kind and 
actually isn’t typical of anybody you 
know at all.

Buckner play supported 


OAKLAND (UPI) — Bill Buckner 
knew it would take two perfect relays 
to get him at third, so he chanced it. It 
didn’t work that way Thursday night 
and with it went the Los Angeles Dod­ 
gers’ hopes for survival in the 1974 
World Series. 
• When I saw the ball go through 
(Billy) North, I knew it would take two 
perfect throws to get m e,” the Dodger 
leftfielder said. “ But they did it.” 
With the Dodgers trailing 3-2, Buck­ 
ner led oft the eighth with a hit to cen­ 
ter. The ball got past North and Buck­ 
ner kept on going. But Reggie Jackson 
retrieved the oall, fired to second base­ 
man Dick Green, who relayed to third 
to nail Buckner. 
“ Sal 
(Bando) 
tagged 
me 
on

head,” Buckner said. “ He had the bag 
well blocked. 
“ Heck, if I had to do it again, i’d 
play it the same w ay,” 
Third base coach Tom Lasorda said 
Buckner made the right decision. 
“ It took two outstanding throws,” 
Lasorda said. “ He was coming on his 
own but he bad the play in front of 
him .” 
Jim Wynn followed with a walk so 
instead of having two men on base and 
nobody out, the Dodgers’ threat died 
and they eventually lost 3-2. 
Manager Walter Alston didn’t fault 
Buckner either. 
“ It’s one of those plays where, if you 
make it, it’s a great play,” he said, ”lf 
you don’t it’s a bad play.” 
Buckner also was involved in a six- 
minute delay in the seventh inning 
when he became the target of missile-

chers. 
“ I got hit on the back of the head 
with an apple,” he said. “ If they had 
thrown one more object down on the 
field, 1 
was going m (the dugout). 
There’s no sense of me getting hurt. 
“ The fans here never come out all 
year and all of a sudden they’re all A’s 
fans,” he said of the incident. 
Ironically, on the first pitch Mike 
Marshall threw after the delay, Joe 


Rudi hit it into the leftfield stands for 
what proved to be the winning run. 
The homer was the first run given 
up by Marshall, who refused to answer 
questions whether the delay affected 
him. 
“ No, I wouldn’t think so," said Al­ 
ston, in defence of his ace reliever. 
“ Marshall is a veteran. All he could do 
was stand there and wait, I doubt that 
the wait had anything to do with wltat 
happened next.”

Series this year or in 1973. 
“ I made an error with the 
bases loaded in New York 
last year.” he said. “ I made 
an error in this Series. But I

that 
when I made the error 1 had 
the next ball hit back to me, 
too.” 
Green unretired last spring 
when Alvin Dark, the A’s new 
manager, telephoned him. 
“ He said, ‘You’re the guy 
we need to win the pennant.’” 
the infielder remembered. “ I 
told him 1 thought he was 
kidding.” 
But Dark convinced him, 
and 
it 
was 
back 
snaring 
grounders in the Oakland in­ 
field for Green. 
During the 1974 campaign 
Green suffered a heel injury 
and was sidelined for 
six 
weeks. The A’s tried five dit- 
frent players at second, but 
none proved to be able to fill 
Green’s shoes. 
A 
reporter

whv he hasn’t been a much 
heralded player during his ca­ 
reer.

Indoor gardening 
Stylish terrarium 


Green thumbs are sprouting 
up all over America! Home­ 
owners ard apartment dwel­ 
lers are dressing up their sur­ 
roundings, 
inside 
and 
out, 
with nature’s oldest decorator 
accessory — greenery. 
Paradoxically, one of the 
newest ways to decorate with 
plants is based on a natural 
principle as old as our green 
earth itself. The terrarium, 
which operates on the rain- 
cycle principle, is a miniature 
dear glass or plastic-enclosed 
environment capable of main­ 
taining 
itself 
for 
months, 
sometimes years. No water­ 
ing can needed! 
Terrarium containers — as 
long as they are clear, to al­ 
low plants maximum light — 
can be anything, fish bowls, 
canning jars, glass jugs, or 
milk bottles, to suggest a few. 
Or, on a somewhat grander 
scale, >ou can make your 
own cube terrarium with Ple­ 
xiglas acrylic sheet, a few 
tools, 
and 
a 
basic 
how-to 
booklet. “ Do It Yourself with 
Plexigla-” . all available at 
hardware 
and 
hobby-craft 
stores. 
T h e 
steps 
are 
simple 
enough for the beginning do- 
it-yourselfer to 
follow, 
and 
clearly illustrated instructions 
accompany 
the 
inexpensive 
tools ard supplies needed to 
work with Plexiglas. 
To make a 9*4” cube terra­ 
rium. 
you 
will 
need 
a 
2*” x30’’x!§” sheet of clear 
Plexiglas which comes mas­ 
ked with protective 
paper. 
Leave the paper on until cut­ 
ting and edge-polishing are 
completed.

SEATTLE, Wash. (U PI) - 
By the year 2,000, there will 
be 10 million persons living in 
Idaho, Oregon, Montana and 
Washington, a Chicago-based 
company predicts. 
The population should reach 
at least 9.8 million persons, 
up 36 per cent from the pre­ 
sent 6.3 million residents, ac­ 
cording to a long-range look 
at the Pacific Northwest by 
Esmark, Inc. 
The 
diversified 
company 
with major interests in foods, 
chemicals, energy insurance 
and varied business and fi­ 
nancial services, projects that 
migrants into the region will 
result in faster growth than 
the nation as a whole will ex­ 
perience. 
The most noticeable popula­ 
tion gainers, Esmark officials 
say, will be the more sparsely 
populated areas of the four 
states. 
How will these new North- 
westemers 
affect

Esmark says that demands 
for housing will be especially 
strong.
